Tue Russian Americas Tevecrarn.—Mr. Ed- 
ward Conway, Superintendent of the construction 
of the British Colambia portion of the Collins 
Overland Telegraph line via Asiatic Russia to 
Europe, arrived in tuwn on the last steamer, and 
will leave to-day ‘on the Enterprise for New 
Westminster toconsult Gov. Seymour as to the 
most feasiblé route to be followed through Brit 
ish Columbia. The line to Salt Lake is already 
completed and party is engaged in constract- 
ing the portion of the line between Salt Lake 
and Walla Walla. From the latter point the 
wire will probably pass through the Similkameen 
Valley to Hope, on the Fraser. From Hope a 
branch will be carried to New Westminster, and 
the main line will (it is thought) proceed ap the 
Fraser to Fort George, and thence across the 
country via Fart Babine, to Sitka Island in Ras- 
sian America. It has not been decided whether 
the cable will be laid in Behring's: Straits from 
Cape Prince of Wales to Cape East, or from 
Cape Romanzoff to the Bay of Archangel Gabri- 
el. From the crossing point on the Russian side 
of the Straits the wire will be carried to the A- 
moor River, where a connection will be had with 
the Russian line., Capt Buckley, the general 
Superintendent of the Company, is expected to 
arrive here in about three weeks, and 7. McDon- 
ough Collins, Esq., will probably arrive in about 
sixty days. Two any ng with wire, in- 
struments, and supplies, have already sailed from 
New York for the Pacific, one for Victoria, V.I., 
and the other for Sitka Island, in the Russian 
Possessions, The work of constructing the line 
will be vigorously prosecnted in the spring, and 
the company expect to have the entire line comm- 
pleted within three years from date. The com- 

ny have grants from the British, American, 
and Russian Governments, empowering them to 
carry the wires over the public lands, erect sta- 
tions, bluck-houses, ete.— Chronicle.

There was a serious/shooting affray id onr prin- 
cipal street (Montgomery), which resulted in 
the death of four persgns. It seems one Bill Da- 
vis, a noted gambler,;who resides at Yreka, was 
interésted in and drove a horse race which came 
off at Placerville on the 15th instant, and ‘ throw- 
ed’ the race, making 4,500 dols.. by it. Hank 
Stevens, Ball, Dutch ‘Abe, and Spanish Bob, 
four “sports,” backed Davis’s horse‘ and got 
broke, swore vengeance, killing on sight, &c. 
On the 18th they all Game to this city, except 
Daris, and publicly s¥id they were going. to 
shoot Davis on sight, &c. On the 3st Davis 
came i} town, and at 2 o’clock p. m. was sitting 
having his boots polished in a black’s adjvining 
the Fashion, when Ball and Dutch Abe came to 
the door, and, looking in, exclaimed, ‘ Here’s 
the dirty thief now,” arid, drawing their revolvers 
commenced shooting.| Davis jumped qut of the 
chair, with one boot polished, and, dréwing his 
revolver, fired, and Ball fell dead across an iron 
grating. Davis then annie vut on thé side-walk 
laughingly saying, “ You've’ made a ‘ mistake,” 
and fired wt Dutch Abe, the ball taking effeet in 
his right breast. -Heffell, when Davis ren and 
caught the revolver ftom Ball's hands, saying, as 
he walked towards the door of the Fashion, 
“ Whare’s the rest oflyour murderers 2” Blood 
was ruining down Dévis’s left hand from the 
arm, and alsodown the right cheek. As_ he 
was on the point of ebtering the doof he was 
met by Stevens and Bpanish Bob, when Davis 
raised the revolver iiéhis right hand nd ‘fired 
twice, Stevens fell, and Spanish Bob jumped 
over him on the sidewalk and fired, Davis stag- 
gered, bat, recovering, they (Davis and) Spanish 
Bob) ¢ommenced in good earnest, each striving 
to firea deadly, shot. Davis “was laughing. 
They then commenced firing at each other, about 
20 feet apart. After! Davis had fired two shots 
he threw the revolver at Bob, and changing the 
revolver he took front Bob into hig right hand, 
he raised it, and it snapped three fimes ; the 
fourth time it went off, and Bob: fel£ | (Davis 
had fallen before this} and was lying on his breast 
on the banqnette.). Davis threw thé revolver 
into the street, saying, ‘‘ Hell ard furies d 
the thing.” He then’ pulled a deringer, and both 
only having one shotieach, began crawling to- 
wards each other on their stomachs. When 
about five feet apart they both raised partly ap 
and fired simultancodsly, when Bob’s head fell, 
and he remained perfectly still, Davia deen said, 
crawling towards Bib, ‘* He’s gone ; A cooked 
him,” and then partly tarned on hisside and tried 
to rise, On examination, Ball and Spanish Bob 
were dead, Dutch Abe and Steveng mortally 
wounded, the first having been shot through the 
right lung, causing ipternal Lemorrhage, &c. ; 
the latter was shot ‘throngh the left ‘breast. 
Spanish Bob had foug wounds on him—two in 
the right breast, one in the right arm, and one 
between the eyes. Rall had a ball in his heart, 
Davis had six woundg—two in the right leg, one 
in the right breast, one in the left shonlder, one 
in the Jeft wrist (thr jugh), and one on the right 
cheek, where a bullet bad struck the éheek bone 
and ylanced off, cutting out apiece of flesh of 
the size of a ten cent piece.
